CiiR'Aiii), Nov. 21. — A Neiun special 
from Indianapolis says: An intimate 
friend of General Harrison's naiil yester- 
day: "General Harrison, liku all presi- 
dents, will desire to do Boinething that 
will give, his administration a prominent 
[ilaco in the history of his country, and 1 
have reason to believe one of his tirst 
ullicial acts will be negotiations for tho 
annexation of Canada." "What is his 
plan of annexation/" "He believed the 
United States can and should receive 
Canada iu a peaceable manner. His idea 
iH that tho territory can be annexed to tho 
United States by assuming Canada's 
debts. If the territory cannnl bo obtained 
for that consideration, I think Harrison 
would favor paying a considerable bonus. 
1 understand that he has said privately 
that the surplus in the treasury could not 
be spent in a wiser manner than iu buy- 
ing Canda. Whatever the plan for mak- 
ing Canada a portion of the 1'iiiteU Slates 
may bo, 1 know he heartily favors such it 
move ami will so recommend in his lirst 
message to Congress." 

LONDON'S HOltliOli. 

Opinion of an Eminent English Physician us 
to the Haulty of the Murderer— 
- "Twenty Victims Before 1 
Surrender." 

Dr. Forbes Winslow, u rocognizod Eng- 
lish authority on questions of mania, has 
expressed the following opinion in regard 
to the murder of Mary Jane Fishor, tho 
latest victim of the Whitechapel mur- 
derer : 

"It is," said he, "the work of the same 
homicidal lunatic who has committed the 
other crimes in Whiteuhapol. All tho 
harrowing details point to this conclusion. 
The way iu which tho murder was dona 
and the strange slate in which the body 
was left is nut consistent with sanity. 1 
stated some days ago that tho murderer 
was then in a lucid interval and would rc- 
commence directly this state had passed 
away. It appears that tho authorities 
were forgetting this theory and that some 
one had been persuading them that tho 
fact of Ho lung a timo intervening between 
tho murders, therefore tho murderer 
could not be :t homicidal maniac. 1 de- 
sire flatly to deny this and to stnto more 
emphatically than ever that tho murderer 
is one and the same person, and that he 
is a lunatic suffering from homicidal mon- 
omania, who, during lucid intervals, is 
calm and forgetful of what he has boon 
doing in tho madness of his attack." 

The attempt to track the murderer 
with bloodhounds has proved a Hat fail- 
ure. These sagacious animals, after wan- 
dering helplessly up and down a few 
streets, lifted up their beads and bayed 
their inability to carry the case any fur- 
ther. Tho result bad long ago been fore- 
seen by those who read the ludicrous pic- 
ture presented to Londoners smno weeks 
ago when a policeman was detailed to 
tako exorcise, and canter up and down 
the Whitechapel road, with two star 
bloodhounds, especially engaged for the 
purpose of detection in anticipation of the 
next murder that might come along. One 
day tho bloodhounds broke the bonds 
that held them to their blue- uniformed 
captor and disappeared, and then London 
was treated to the edifying spectacle of 
the police pursuing tho escaped dogs all 
over tho city and tlio crowd chasing the 
police. 

The only case in which a murder in 
England has ever been successfully tracked 
by bloodhounds occurred a few years ago. 
A little girl was missed from her homo in 
Bolton, Lancashire, and after several 
days' vain search her parents reluctantly 
consented to allow one of their neighbors 
to try a young bloodhound. The dog took 
tho scent from the girl's Sunday clothing, 
followed tho scent to a barber's shop, 
pushed his head through some paper 
which covered a disused chimney, and' 
there the body was found. Tbu barber's 
trial, confession, and execution followed. 

Tlio first murder occurred early in the 
month of October, L887, th ; ristim being 
an elderly woman, gin-soaked, 'degraded 
and lost. On August 7th of this year, 
Martha Turner, another of the fallen, be- 
came the second victim, the similarity be- 
tween the two murders being striking 
enough to attract attention. After two 
or three weeks the murderer re-began his 
horrible work with Mary Ann Nichols, the 
same mutilat ion of tho remains being no- 
ticeable in each case. After a lapse of 
only eight days, Annie Chapman was 
murdered, and on the 23d of September 
the remains of tho fourth victim were dis- 
covered. On Oct. tltb "Happy Lip" Au- 
niu became tho fifth victim. Half-au- 
hour after another body was discovered, 
making tho sixth. On the following 
morning a decomposed body was un- 
earthed near the. Thames embankment. 
Thou came the Mitre-square discovery, 
and the ninth was that of Lizzie Fisher. 

On tho wall of the narrow passage-way 
where Annie Chapman's corpse lay were 
written these words: " Twenty before I 
surrender." Lizzie Fisher, or Mary Jane 
Lawrence, as some called Iter, is number 
nine on the list. Who can doubt that the 
murderer will complete the course he has 
mapped out for himself until some morn- 
ing he quietly walks into the ollico of one 
of the Loudon police stations and hands 
his card to the inspector at the desk! 



WESTM 1 N STB R ANSI ZES. 

(Before Hon. Justice MoCrelght). 

Tho fall assizes held at Westminster 
wore brought to a conclusion yesterday, 
tho last case bein<,' that of Jones for the 
murder of Durant. As previously report 
ed in The Colonist, Jones was charged 
with tho murder of Durant about live 
miles below St. Mary's Mission. They 
quarrelled over an Indian woman. Jones 
loaded his gun and shot Durant. On 
Monday evening the case went to the 
jury at 7:-IO o'clock after a careful review 
of the ovidonco by tho learned judge. 
After deliberating for about two hours, 
the jury returned into court with a ver- 
dict of wilful murder. The prisoner be- 
ing asked if he had anything to say, re- 
plied "no " in an indifferent! and listless 
manner. Amid thu profound silence of a 
crowded courtroom, and with visible agi- 
tation, the judge said to tho prisoner, 
" Voti havo been found guilty to the 
highest crimo known to the law, and the 
sentence of this court iH that you shall be 
taken to the place from whence you came, 
from thence on tho 9th day of January 
next you shall bo taken to the placo of 
execution and hanged by tho nock until 
you aro dead, and may tho Lord havo 
mercy on your soul." The condemned 
man was then removed from tho dock, 



and the court adjourned until yesterday, 
when the other prisoners convicted were 
brought up for judgment, and Hon. Jus- 
tice McCreight pronounced tho following 
sentences : Jiuunie, tho Indian found 
guilty of maliciously cutting and wound- 
ing, two years in the penitentiary; Hon 
Oook and Ah You, found guilty of man- 
slaughter of an Indian girl at Laduor's 
Landing, Ah Vuu three years in tho peni- 
tentiary, and Hon Cook twelve years; 
Patrick Kane, found guilty of an assault 
with attempt to rob, two years in the 
penitentiary; Joseph Colea, found guilty 
of manslaughter, three years' imprison- 
ment; Frank Donahue, found guilty of 
uttering forged bills at Vancouver, five 
years in the penitentiary. Tho court 
then adjourned sine die. 



STILL ON THE SCENT. 

Additional Rewards for the Anest of the 
Whitechapel Fluid. 

London, Nov. 18. — On the arrival of 
tho Birmingham train this morning, a Dr. 
Kumblety was arrested on suspicion of be- 
ing the Whitechapel murderer. 

He greatly resembles the individual 
seen in company with the latest victim on 
tho evening of the last murder. A score 
of other men havo been arrested hy the 
police this wook on suspicion of the min - 
ders. 

Everybody iH momentarily expecting to 
hear of another victim. Tho largo sums 
offered as private rewards have induced 
hundreds of amateur detectives to tako a 
hand in the chase, but to no avail. Leon 
Rothschild has offered an income of £'L' a 
week for life to the man who gives infor- 
mation that leads to tho arrest anil con- 
viction of the assassin.

('apt. (i. W. Uoblnsun. of liitrkervllle, At - 
rives In Victoria After An Absence u>f 
Twenty-Five Years Progress of Mining En 
Cariboo— Believes Kx-.stierilt' Rogers VYil.l 
he Klected To-Day. 

A pioneer of British Columbia and :i 
pioneer among its minors arrived on thui 
losemite last night in the person of Capi. 
G. W. Robinson, who reaches Victoria 
mice more after an absence of twenty- 
live years. Ho registered at the Angel 
Hotel with his old friend Frank Came, 
and enjoyed a chat about old times and 
old timers. "There are but few of them 
loft now," remarked the Cap'u to a re- 
porter of Tjik Colonist. " With my 
early partners, Jas. Riley and C. Hager- 
man, 1 was among tho lirst at William 
Creek. My partners went there in 
1859, and 1 reached there, ill 180L 
Wo built the lirst boats that ran on Cari- 
boo Like. Hagoruian is still living but 
ltiley is dead, and thoro are but throe or 
four of the old hands who still remain. 
Cariboo Cameron cuiio back to bis old 
stamping ground t" <!ie. 1 took dinner 
with him two days before Iuh death; it 
was on the day I left Darkerville, audi 
heard of his sudden death when at t^ues- 
uelle. 

"1 havo not lost faith in old Cariboo," 
said the Cap'n, "and believe that there in 
plenty of void there yet. All that it 
needs is energy to search it out and 
muscle to develop it. There is no 
question that Cariboo is the finest 
gold field on the Paoilic coast, and offers 
the best field for prospecting, and 1 bo- 
liovo diggings will yet bo discovered that 
will rival the best that have boon worked. 
As 1 said before, it only requires energy 
and muscle. And bore 1 will express the 
opinion that if Cariboo was cast upon her 
own resources, and not so generously dealt 
with by thu government, she would stand 
a better chance of coming to tho front. 1 
don't believe in spoon-foediug grown-up 
men." 

"1 own several claims, and this winter 
have let tho Bald Head claim 
on shares. I t is, as you know, immediately 
under the town of Barkervillo, and is still 
turning out gold.

SUPREME COURT. 

(Before Sir M. B. Begbie, Chief Justice.) 
Prevost vs. Smith— The plaintiff claimed 
on behalf of tho heirs of tho late William 
Stirling, ducoastid, to bo entitled, to the 
possession of a hmiHe and lot on Meares 
street, formerly occupied by the deceased, 
and said by tho plaintiff to havo been 
bought from the defendant and paid for 
by the deceased in his lifetime, but as no 
conveyance was executed a claim was 
made "that tho defendant might bo de- 
clared to hold tho estato in trust for the 
hoirs and ordered to execute a convoy- 
unco. 

The defendant claimed that tho de- 
ceased purchased the property for his life- 
time and that all accounts were settled be- 
tween him and the deceased a short time 
before his death. 

The action was tried before the chief 
justico a short timo since, and yesterday 
his lordship delivered judgment in favor 
of plaintiff) declaring deceased to have 
been the purchaser and directing a con- 
veyance to issue and payment of costs up 
to and including decree.

Another WkUecbapel Scare. 

LONDON, Nov. 21. — Tho city was star- 
tled and shocked this morning by tho re- 
port that an unfortunate woman had fallen 
a victim to tho terrible knife of the White- 
chapel fiend. The report stated that the 
mysterious woman-slayer had accompanied 
hiu victim to her lodging house, cut her 
throat and mutilated her person in a man- 
ner similar to that of previous victims, 
arid succeeded iruMiaking his escape. The 
police at once formed lilies surrounding 
tho precinct in which tho crime had been 
committed. As thu report spread, crowds 
of maddened men and women Hocked to 
the scene. 

Latek— Investigation of tho reported 
murder iu Whitechapel reveals thu fact 
that the woman was only wounded iu the 
throat. Slio stated to tho police that a 
man visited hor lodgings and suddenly at- 
tacked her with a knife. She struggled 
and screamed, and the man becoming 
alarmed lied. Tho would-be murderer was 
chased fully 300 yards, but succeeded iu 
eluding his pursuers. Tho woman states 
sho will be fully able to identify hor assail- 
ant. His arrest is hourly expected. In 
tho opinion of tho police, tho assault on 
tho woman in Whitechapel last night is 
not connected with previous outrages in 
that neighborhood. They do not think 
the famous WllitochapeJ murderer hud 
any hand in last night's affair. The wo- 
man's assailant is not yet arrested. The 
excitement still continues. 

The Pnrnell Conimlsslaim. 

LONDON, Nov. 21.— In tho Pa rnell. com- 
mission proceedings to-day, Geo. CiUTT.iji, 
brother of Lydia, who testiliod yesterday , 
was placed on tho witness stand. Ho de- 
scribed tho murder of his father. His 
story did not differ from his sister's. 
When cross-examined ho acknowledged 
he had once belonged to tho national 
league and that his father had been vice- 
president of tho league branch. Witness 
said thcor was reason to believe that tho 
league was implicated iu tho crimeH com 
mitted against his family. Various 
branches of the league had denounced th 
murder, and expressed .sympathy with his 
family. Nora Fitzmaurice then detailed 
tho shooting of her father. On cross- 
examination witness stated her, father 
and hor uncle had disagreed regarding the 
farm occupied by her futhcr. People said 
she sided with her uncle in tho quarrel. 
Counsel for tho Purnellites then read an 
article from the Kerry Sentine\ denounc- 
ing the murder of Fitzmaurice. 

Tiic Luiui Purchase itm. 

London, Nov. 21. — In the commons to- 
day, Mr. Madden, Solicitor-General for 
Ireland, moved the second reading of the 
and purchaao bill. Labouchcre moved 
the rejection of the bill, and in support of 
his motion complained of the haste with 
which the measure was being pressed, 
obviously with a desiro on the part of the 
government to prevent the country from 
considering tho proposals. Tho impor- 
tance of the question, ho declared, made 
it absolutely necessary that it Bhould re- 
ceive tho special sanction of the country. 
Tho bill did a gross injustice to the 
British taxpayer, and would be particu- 
larly injurious to Ireland since it would 
encourage the system of absenteeism. 
Sir Geo. 0. Trevelyan opposed tho bill 
and warned the house that if it passed thu 
measure it would soon be called on and 
compelled to grant additional millions. 
On motion of Parnell the debate ad- 
journed. 

A Stubborn ICililor. 

London, Nov. 21. — The fact that Ed- 
ward Harrington was lined £'500 by Jus- 
tice Flannan to-day for contempt of court- 
was outirely duo to tho Kerry editor's 
stubbornness. Ho not only did not write 
the offensive article, hut thoro is positives 
proof, aside from his own statement, thai 
he did not know of its existence until it 
appeared iu the paper. Concerning the 
matter, Harrington said in thu house last 
evening: "Whon I read tho article it ac- 
tually made my cars tingle." Harrington 
will make no effort to evade the payment 
of thu lino hy appeal or otherwise, and 
the money will probably bu raised by sub- 
scription among his friends, many of 
whom have already expressed their will- 
ingness to contribute. 

The African Blnve Trade. 

London, Nov. 21. — A dispatch from 
Zanzibar says the British consular autho- 
rities have issued a proclamation regard- 
ing tho slave trade, in which they warn 
British subjects of the penalties which 
they will incur in making illegal contracts. 
Slave owners havo united in u monster 
petition against tho enforcement of laws 
regarding tho slave traffic, which, they 
assort, have been in practical abeyance 
for many years. If is reported tho entire 
plans of the blockade has boon changed in 
order to include tho whole coast. 

Vnpllin Explosion at Itiislnl.

Ottawa, Ont., Nov. 21. — Cochrane, 
conservative, was re-elected in Northum- 
berland to-day by forty majority. This 
makes the fifteenth election in eighteen 
years. 

Argument in the great Manitoba cross- 
ing case commenced this afternoon in the 
supreme court by tho ablest, counsel pro- 
bably ever assembled in the Canadian 
courts. Blake opened for tho Canadian 
Pacific, contending that tho act of the 
Manitoba legislature authorizing the con- 
struction of tho Red River road was 
ultra vires, as immediately the road 
crossed the Canadian Pacific it came 
under tho Dominion jurisdiction. 

Sir John returned to-day greatly affect- 
ed by his sister's death. 

Navigation on the lakes and on the S' 
Lawrence is practically closed. Tho ther 
mometer was four degrees below zero 
bore this morning.

It can be 
brought here from Tacoina just as readily 
as it was brought to Tacoma from Port- 
land. .Some person is the lirst stage of 
the disease may come over in the boat, or 
.tonic infected article of clothing may 
bring the disease without anyone even 
suspecting danger, livery passenger that 
comes over in the Sound boats should be 
subjected to the most rigid examination 
by a competent physician, and those who 
are not vaccinated should bo forced to un- 
dergo the operation. It is much easier to 
allow the disease to gut here for want of 
proper vigilance than to root it out after 
it once gets a foothold. Cold We.ther 
and severe frost are no bar to tho spy- id of 
this dreadful disease. It is as virulent in 
the winter as it is in the summer. Al- 
though had air and tho presence of de- 
composing animal and vegetable matter 
do not bring en the smallpox, they pre- 
pare people to receive it and tend to 
make it more deadly when it. does 
come. Not only should every care be 
taken to have all unvaceiiiated persona 
vaccinated, but every hack yard and lane 
should be made as clean as possible. De- 
composing matter should be removed from 
the neighbourhood of dwellings and placed 
where, it can do no harm. When the 
smallpox is in places only a few hours 
distant from this city its inhabitants can- 
not begin too noon to take the precautions 
necessary to prevent its being brought 
among them, and to make it harmless if it 
does, in spite of their watchfulness, tind its 
way here. One of the evils which a town 
suffers from visitation of smallpox is loss 
of business. Everyone is shy of the in- 
fected spot. \*o one comes to it who can 
possibly keep away, and every package of 
goods that leaves it is looked upon with 
fear and suspicion, The merchants of 
this city Would lind if tho smallpox should 
unfortunately come hero that their cus- 
tomers would begin to desert them and 
look for their supplies elsewhere. This 
consideration alone should tnako every- 
one in the city ready to co-operate 
with tho authorities in taking the 
means necessary to prevent it being 
brought here. From the appear- 
ance of some quarters of the city, we 
should say thai if a single infected per- 
son should be allowed to land here undis- 
covered the disease would spread rapidly 
and do much harm.

CALMED DOWN. 



Now that the Presidential election is 
over Senator Frye has calmed down won- 
derfully. He shows no disposition to 
twist tho lion's tail; ho seems rather in- 
clined to deal gently with the animal 
whoso very appearance rassed his ire to 
such a pitch a few short weeks ago. He 
pats him and smoothes him down in a 
mild and most conciliatory fashion. Mis 
impression is now "that we are not going 
to have much trouble with the fisheries. 
Canada will now arrive deliberately at the 
conclusion that wo mean to deal fairly and 
justly." Canada was never in the least 
discomposed by Senator Frye's lire-eating 
speeches, She knew exactly what they 
meant and was quite satisfied that though 
there was a great deal of bark in the noisy, 
irate Senator there was no bite. The 
speech which he made the other day ill 
Lewiston, after the result of tho election 
was well-known, shows that Canada was 
perfectly right in her estimate of Senator 
Frye's violent utterances. Ho now sug- 
gests, not war with all its terrors, but a 
very harmless kind id' a reciprocity. He 
says: 

"I think the true policy to pursue 
touching that question is to allow Canada 
to name the privileges she shall enjoy in 
our ports. If alto wishes the right to tran- 
ship, she must concede it to us. If she 
desires her fishermen to buy supplies in 
our ports, she must extend the same right 
to our fishermen in her ports. If she 
wishes to buy bait here, she must allow 
us to do tho same thing there. All this 
can bo easily provided for under existing 
laws. This is no retaliation nor manifes- 
tation of an unfriendly spirit. It is simply 
allowing her to measure her own privi- 
leges." 

Just so. When Canadian fishermen 
want to tranship their fish in American 
ports, when they run into them to buy 
supplies and to purchase bait, they will 
be quite willing to concede the same privi- 
leges to American fishermen in Canadian 
waters. But Canadian fishermen never 
enter United States ports for theae pur- 
poses. They want no favors from Ameri- 
cans that they are not ready to extend to 
the fishermen sailing under their flag. 
This haa been tho case all along, and it is 
hard to believe that Senator Frye did not 
know it. If Canadian fishermen required 
anything in American ports such a reci- 
procity would be quite fair, but as they 
never by any chance need to use Ameri- 
can ports for anything but shelter, and 
not often for that, his reciprocity would 
not be reciprocity at all, but a one-sided 
arrangement by which the Americans 
would get everything and the Canadians 
nothing. But is pleasant to seo that the 
fiery Senator has so greatly cooled oil 
already. When once Mr, Harrison is 
securely seated in the presidential chair 
and the Republican party have command 
of the ship of state for four years at the 
leaat, there are good grounds for believing 
that ho will become even more moderate 
and consent to a fair common-sense ad- 
justment of the fishery difficulty. This 
is all that Canadians have ever required 



had boen made recently, it is accounted 
for by the fact that the present sovereign 
is a woman.

Blake, unexperienced as he is, would 
hardly have a more stormy time than hia 
veteran predecessor. The Queenslanders 
have been of late very hard to manage. 
They have refused to be a party to the 
arrangement by which the Australian col- 
onies agree to contribute towards their 
own defence, and they kicked very vigor- 
ously in the New Guinea and tho New 
Caledonia affairs, Wo see that, notwith- 
standing the da''k prospect before him, 
Sir H. A. Blake is willing to accept the 
governorship of the quarrelsome colony, 
and the Colonial Office shows no disposi- 
tion to yield in this matter of the gover- 
norship. We aro therefore likely to hear 
a good deal more about Queensland before 
very long.

During the last days of his ad- 
ministration he had a lively and very ser- 
ious dispute with hia constitutional advis- 
ers. In March last a man named Ivitta 
was tried for stealing a pair of boots from 
his employer's shop in Townsville north 
Queensland. He was found guilty and 
sentenced to three years penal servitude. 
Application waa made to the Government 
by the friends of the condemned man and 
the Minister, recommended his release. 
The Governor, after consulting the judge 
who tried the case, would not pardon the 
man. Tho .Ministry, after deliberating 
upon the matter for some time, again 
urged Ivitt's release in a more for- 
mal manner, The Governor, not 
thinking the reasons they gave buUic 
iontly strong, again disregarded the 
advice of his cabinet. The Premier be- 
lieving that n very important principle 
was involved, tendered his own resignation 
and that of his colleagues. The Governor 
consulted the leader of the Opposition, 
who declined the task of forming a now 
government, saying at I he same time that, 
iii hia opinion, there was no need for the 
resignation of the Government. The 
Governor cabled for instructions from the 
Colonial Ollice. But the Premier insisted 
ou tho resignation of the Government be- 
ing accepted at once. lie would not wait 
for Lord Knutsford's decision declaring 
that ho did not care a straw what it might 
be. The decision of the Colonial Secre- 
tary was adverse to the Governor. So 
tiio Premier, Sir Thomas Mcllwraith, had 
liiB way. Sir Anthony Musgrave died 
soon after the defeat, and tins is how Sir 
II. A. Blake came to be appointed. It 
will be seen from this that the Queensland 
(rovemment is hard-headed and Htilf- 
necked, and not by any means disposed to 
recede from any position which it fakes. 
It muat not bo thought that Sir Anthony 
Musgrave declined to act upon the 
advice of his Minister, from mere caprice. 
He considered he bad both right and law 
on his side. Ho was convinced from tho 
representations made to him by the judge 
who tried the caao that K i tf h deserved 
the punishment he received, and ho con- 
sidered that tho prerogative of mercy is 
inherent in tho Crown and can bo used 
independently of the ministry. He states 
in hia memorandum that it was always, 
until the present reign, oxeroised by the 
Sovereign in person; that though a uhango

REVIEW OF THE SITUATION BY A 
VETERAN JOURNALIST. 



The Old and the New Contrasted— A Curl- 
oinTrnnnfoimntlon Scone— Tlie World, 
the Herald and the Sun— C»ii»e» and 
Effects — The Two-cent Movement — 
Trush and tbe Wrlton of Trash, 
{CopyrigKt 1888.) 
Had the prediction been hazarded but a 
lev years n"o that b great revolution was 
th'jn impending among the daily news- 
papers of New York, by which their rela- 
tive standing and commercial value 
might bo seriously changed, the assertion 
would have been greeted witb scorn and 
derision. Yet this transformation has 
really taken place, and wo now find the 
leading metropolitan journals occupying 
strangely altered positions. Then the 
.Herald stood heads and shoulders above 
all of its contemporaries in money-earn- 
ing capacity, possessing, as it did, ad- 
vertising patronage nearly-equal to that 
of all ltscompetltorsand having a circula- 
tion only rivaled by one of them; to-day 
it apparently holds onlj- the second place 
in respect to its advertising and circula- 
tion. Then the Sun boldly placed the 
figures representing its circulation at the 
head Of its editorial page and scattered 
everywhere the striking legend, "A Mill- 
ion a Week," while the revenue of the 
paper was such that the quarterly divi- 
dends actually equaled t!0 percent, on its 
invested capital. To-day the circulation 
of the Sun is an unknown quantity, and 
the dividends huvo undoubtedly suffered 
a heavy reduction. 

Then the Time* was the recognized and 
influential organ of the Republican party 
throughout the Union, a position it had 
assumed In 1872, when Horace Greeley in- 
sanely accepted the Democratic nomina- 
tion for President; to-day the Times is, 
in short, Democratic in its politics. The 
Tribune, a few years ago, seemed to ba 
rapidly drifting into bankruptcy while 
clutching wildly at the skirts of the party 
its founder had deserted; to day it is 
prosperous and has again become the 
leading Republican newspaper. The 
World was wallowing In the Slough of 
Despond— had an lnsigniflcant circulatlon 
and a miserable showing of advertising, 
with no settled policy, though claiming 
to bo the representative Democratic 
journal of America; to-day the World has 
a circulation that is undoubtedly largo 
and an advertising patrouago that Is tha 
wonder of every journalist and newspaper 
proprietor. 

That these are remarkable changes 
every one will admit, and the causes that 
led to them afford an interesting and in- 
structive study. 

When Horace Greeley, Henry J. Ray- 
mond and the elder James Gordon Dennett 
were alive they conducted their papers on 
three different planes. Mr. Greeley ap- 
parently thought that a strong editorial 
page, plenty of practical reading for farm- 
ers, and a fair sprinkling of news were 
the features to make a paper successful. 
On the other hand, Mr. Bennett wanted 
news from the four corners of the world, 
and he was always willing to go to any 
expense and trouble to get It, while the 
editorial page was a secondary matter so 
long as the articles were short and pithy. 
Mr, Raymond steered in a middle course, 
made his paper strong in its editorials 
and criticisms, while, lie saw that the 
news columns were always fresh und 
vigorous. 

Though these three distinguished jour- 
nalists thus proceeded on three different 
lines, they made all of their papers suc- 
cessful because they were consistent. 
The Tribune in the days when it was a 
power politically, and popular among the 
agriculturists, made j< great deal of 
money, its weekly circulation being esti- 
mated at one time at llSO.000. It used to 
be a common saying in those days that 
tSo dally edition of the Tribune paid the 
expenses of the entire establishment; 
therefore, the $100 1)00 received for the 
weekly edition represented Its annual 
profits. The Times had a hard struggle 
lor five years, but by a bold push in 18"i7 
and a new building, which now has been 
replaced by a far largoi and handsomer 
oue, it began to make money, and has 
continued to do so ever since. The Her- 
ald, with its enterprise and constant ef- 
fort to obtain exclusive and important 
news naturally took the position of the 
great leading jadiid of the country, and 
there is no good reason why it should not 
occupy that position today. But the 
policy of the paper changed and its enter- 
prise visibly slackened. 

From lStki until lsbUthe lines of morn- 
ing journalism were clearly defined and 
closely followed. 

Charles A. Dana took the old 1-cent 
Sun, stamped upon its enlarged columns 
his own virile individuality and for two 
cents gave to the public a cleverly edited 
and aggressive paper, the news being well 
digested. Success was almost instan- 
taneous, for being cheap and good, an im- 
mense circulation was attained. 

But the day arrived when the Stat was 
to lose control of the field, for a one cent 
paper, the Journal, was started, all of 
the big dailies reduced their price to two 
cents and there was a general scramble. 
About this time the World passed into 
tho control of a man who had a decided 
and solid purpose in view, with the neces- 
sary nerve and ability to carry it out to 
a successful end. Fixing the price ol his 
paper at two cents, Mr. Pulitzer marched 
into the camp of his competitors. He 
began by tilling the columns of the World 
with Dews, and it thrived upon its unac- 
customed diet. The editorial page bris- 
tled with sharp articles, and there was no 
mistaking their force and meaning. The 
pencil of the artist was called into requi- 
sition to illustrate current topics of the 
day, and people began to talk about the 
paper. Like all new blood, It flowed im- 
petuously, and there was a tendency tow- 
ards sensation that time alone could 
cure. 

Mr. Pulltrer made a noise with his 
paper, and by constantly improving it 
soon began gaining ground in his ciroula 
tlon, until finally it culminated in a 
boom. All this effort and push naturally 
cut into the circulation of the other jour- 
nals, the heaviest sufferer being the .Sim. 
Mr. Jones, of the Times, being a shrewd 
business man, saw the squall coming and 
at a blow cut the price of his paper in 
half. The step was n wise one and taken 
at the right moment, for though the in- 
creased circulation gained at two coc.ts 
did not equal the profits of the four-cent 
edition, it so increased the advertising 
patronage as to balance the office ledgers. 
The Herald dropped its price to two cents, 
the step being marked by a herculean 
Struggle with the uewsdealers, who, lio- 
lng opposed to a reduction of their profits, 
as foreshadowed by cheap newspapers, 
choso to fight the movement over the

Tlerald'* shnuMers. In the midst of this 
confusion the Tribune dropped from four 
to three cents, giving the vendors thc-lt 
profit of a cent per copy, which enabdejiJ 
the paper to weather the storm, and it is 
now in an excellent financial condition, 
besides regaining its old position of a Re- 
publican organ, having entered the field 
When the Time!- left the gate open. 

The struggle that has been progressing 
for the past few years is an instructive 
an interesting oue. The humdrum meth- 
ods have been disturbed, and tremendous 
efforts are being made to hold a place in 
the race or overtake the leaders. Awak- 
ing from its slumber, the Herald is get- 
ting to be something like its old self, 
though there is a lack of dignity un- 
worthy of so great a journal. But there 
has been an improvement in the paper, 
am! the pulse of : ts circulation has been 
quickened. With a little more steadiness 
in steering, howevor, tho ship would s.ii) 
belter. 

And this brings mo to the question oi 
sensations in newspapers. There is no 
question that they are the life blood of a 
daily journal, for like the thrilling and 
unexpected situations in a play, they 
move and enchain their audience. But it 
is one thing to discover and securo a sen- 
sation and quite anot her to manufacture 
We have seen some shocking ex- 
amples t he the damage inflicted upon a 
no\ ■spaper by Ill-directed efforts and the 
gain made by legitimate enterprise and 
push. Just now It seems to be the fash- 
ion, not only in New York, but in other 
ciiies, to deal in froth. Rich and influ. 
ential papers suddenly discard the solid 
Saxon sty'.o which is the charm of our 
language and adopt the form of the 
French fcullleton without its airy sparkle 
and wit. To cut an article into small 
paragraphs when by so doing the sense is 
destroyed will not help the reputation or 
circulation of any paper. I know this 
new style is supposed to be — Heaven save 
the mark! — line writing, but it is almost 
enough to make the founde rs of tho New- 
York press turn in their grass grown 
graves. But. the day will come wh.cn the 
reading public will grow tired of having 
so much water mixed with their milk, 
and then we shall see It disappear forevor, 
to the joy of all educated readers and 
good writers. 

There Is no question that the World 
could net have attained its present po- 
sition but for the mistakes of Us rivals. 
While some of these were rubbing their 
eyes and wondering what all tho noise 
was about, i he World rolled on, ga' hering 
Impetus every succeeding day. Had the 
other papers made a light at the start the 
Blruggle would have been more severe 
and the mass of circulation somewhat 
different from the present one. But they 
simply poohpoohed the movement and 
predicted that it would amount to noth- 
ing. Now they discover that which t hey 
deemed a molehill has grown into a 
mountain. 

The future of Xew York daily journal- 
• ism is still a problem. Those papers now 
at the top of the tree may ho shaken by 
time, and unless they are conducted wi.h 
great vigilance ami with an ej'o to con- 
stant Improvement they may, like an un- 
pruned fruit tree, become barren by over- 
growth. 

There are great possibilities for the 
leading newspapers of Xew York. The 
population of this and tho surrounding 
cities is growing at an enormous rat.', and 
the business interests of the metropolis 
are having a corresponding increase. 
This growth In wealth and population 
naturally widens the field of newspaper 
usefulness and power, and it behooves 
those in charge of tho helm to so conduct 
their columns that public support may be 
deserved. No property is so sensi : ivo lis a 
newspaper. Properly handled its pro ".ts 
are large and its iulluence great, while, 
on the other hand, mistaken policy or an 
attempt to stem the tide of public opin- 
ion too often brings financial disaster and 
journalistic ruin.

CHINESE FUNERAL CUSTOMS. 



Filial Duty In tbe Event of a Father's 
Death— Feeding tho Dead. 

When a Chinaman dies, after the can- 
dles are lit the eldest son kneels before 
the corpse and with chopsticks and a 
bowl of rice presents food to the mouth, 
and also a cup of samshoo. During this 
ceremony of feeding the dead, the rest of 
the family aro weeping and wailing about 
the floor. 

Money is now placed in the flowing 
sleeves of the dead man's clothes. Then 
somo one shakes the sleeves and tho 
money drops to the floor. It is a case of 
" heads or tails," a substitute for speech, 
by which meaus, and a certain code, tho 
deHd man Is supposed to make known 
various wants. A miniature palanquin 
and doll coolies for carrying it are now 
brought In, and samshoo and little cakes 
Bet out for their refreshment on the jour- 
ney. The palanquin and coolies are con- 
sumed with Are, a process that transfers 
them to tha spirit world to wait on I lie 
departed. 

After this, the corpse is clothed for his 
long journey. Etiquette requiresth.it m:c 
or seven suits shall be put on oneover an- 
other, after the manner of the living 
Chinaman in cold weather. To enable 
poor people to do this, special grave- 
clothes aro made of paper, in Imitation of 
silk, but a wealthyChinesa family spends 
large sums in bundling a corpse up in the 
richest silks and satins. A large bulky 
eoflin is rendered air-tight, after the 
corpse has been boxed up, by several 
coats of porcelain varnish. The hermeti- 
cal sealing is very necessary as the body 
la not taken to its final resting place for 
months, or even years, except in the case 
of very poor people who cannot nQ'ord to 
keep up the ceremonies of respect. 

The sons of the dead man usually sleep 
beside the coffin night after night for 
some tinie, to emphasize that filial piety 
to which all China bows the knee. Hot 
water Is placed before the coffin every 
morning for the departed to perform his 
ablutions. Food Is preseuted regularly 
at meal times, and at night the female 
members of the family gather about tho 
coffin to make known their Intention of 
retiring, and to bid the deceased husband 
and father good-night. Imitation money' 
Is burned to pay the expenses of a guide, ' 
ferriage and various other things which 
he Is supposed to require. 

On the forty-ninth , sixtieth, or one hun- 
dredth dny, a grand farewell banquet is 
provided, embracing all tho delicacies of 
the Reason. The appeai-Ance of these at 
the coffin is supposed to be a gentle bint 
to the departed that he has now been in 
the spirit land long enough to provide 
for himself. As a parting gift large 
quantities of mock money are burned. 

All these ceremonies ure preliminary to 
the funeral. The funeral itself is quite 
an imposing affair, with bands of music, 
sedans and companies of people in pro- 
cession, all draped in white, and weeping 
and wailing. Tho Chinese mournin;,' 
dress is white, and with this color thu 
coiflu and palanquins, as well ns the peo- 
ple, sredressed. The procession is brought 
up with gangs of in >n carrying food, 
caudles, mock money, etc. At the grave, 
candles and lncen.se are burned, and the 
food distributed among the grave-diggers 
and thochililreu. 

Among some of the aboriginal tribes 
of Western China the funeral customs 
are very remarkable. In stilklng con- 
trast to the prolonged period of weeplug 
and mourning among the more clvlllzec 
Celestials, they yield themselves up, at 
the death o( a relation, to every demon- 
stration of delight , such as singing and 
dnucing mid hand -clapping, The corpses 
are bound in bamboo mats and lashed iu 
an upright position to steins of bamboo. 
Here tboy remain till the ravages of time, 
the elements, birds and Insects reduce the 
body to » dry skeleton, when tho bones 
are washed In hut water and buried.

The claim is now 
well opened up, and tho elean-up for the 
year 188S amounted to 308i ounces, or 
nearly $6,000. Both the owners are 
Canadians, Mr. Anderson being from 
(ialt and Mr. Smith from Renfrew, (Int. 
Their mine is regarded as the best 
property of tho kind in Cariboo to day.

That Deceived Even "Uncle" Aitrmiaoii— The 
Clever Swindler Captured.

The truth of the old, 
"all that glitters is not gold," m 
better illustrated than by u shar| 
ling transaction of which "Uncle 
Aaronson was the victim on Tuesday. 

It was a'o. Kit II o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing when a smooth-faced, well-dressed 
little B'renchiiian entered Aaronson's loan 
office on Johnson street; and finding the 
proprietor alone, stated thai he wanted to 
negotiate a loan of $50, leaving a bag of 
gold dust containing six and a half ounces 
in pledge. .Mr. Aaronson enquired if bu 

did not waul to sell, and the would-be 
borrower positively declined. The dust, 
which was wrapped up in tissue paper and 
then wound about with two pieces of 
cloth and tied with a cord, was weighed 
and found to contain six and a quarter 
ounces. Mr. Aaronson states that he sus- 
pected that the dust was not thu genuine 
article, and informed the owner that he 
would advance nothing on it until ho bad 
a chance to have it tested. To this the 
Frenchman willingly agreed. A penny 
weight was weighed out, and loft with 
the pawnbroker, who gave a receipt for 
it, and the Frenchman left the store pro- 
mising to call again at one o'clock. One 
o'clock came and he did not return, nor 
did anyone come to take Aaronson's place 
in the store and allow him an opportunity 
of having the dust properly tested. 
At three o'clock' the borrower again 
walked into the store, ami not wishing to 
detain him longer, Mr. Aaronson subject 
ed the penny weight of dust left with him 
to an acid test . The acid remained clear 
and white, not a trace of green baing dis- 
coverable. The dust also remained, look- 
ing for all the world like tho genuine ar- 
ticle. The §50 was then counted out and 
handed to the borrower, who handed bad 
5Ci as interest on the loan for two months, 
and I he little package of dust changed 
bands. 

A short time after the borrower had left 
Mr. Levy came in, and Mr. Aaronson, 
leaving him in charge of the store, took 
the dusi to Pennock A - , Clayton's, where 
it was tirsl tested with acid. Nothing 
spurious was discovered by the acid test, 
anil a pennyweight was then put in a cru- 
cible. Nothing remained in the crncibh 
after the test, and a second trial was 
made, when a few grains of lino gravel o 
sand, but no metal of any kind, remained 
Mr. Aaronson notified the superintendent 
of police at eight o'clock of the manner in 
which he bad been "bitten" and tho 
superintendent at once sot at work ener- 
getically to discover I he sharper. From 
the description given, the swindler was 
recognized as a second-class sport, who is 
known by the name of M. Dubois and 
who has been in t he city for so vend months. 
After searching the city thoroughly, 
Superintendent Shoppard despatched an 
officer to tho Vancouver boat, where he 
was informed that no one answering the 
description of the man wanted, had come 
mi board. Sheriff Lnngley being on board 
the chief then gave him a description uf
